to the environment,” township environmental and proper- 
ties manager, Peter Brown, said last week. “There are up to 
38 separate chemical elements that are incorporated into 
some electronic waste items.” 

These substances include lead, mercury, copper and 
cadmium. 

“As well, the material is bulky and takes up space,” he 
added. 

As Brown explained, the waste will be taken by a con- 
tractor to a registered recycling plant where the units will 
be broken down and turned into other products. Non-reus- 
able parts are disposed of in a safe manner, he said. 

The township will be paying the contractor up to $3,300 
to pick up and process the waste, depending on volume. If 
the landfill brings in more than 40,000 pounds worth of e- 
waste, the township will split profits with the contractor to 
reduce its costs. 

There is no fee for those who show up to take advantage 
of e-waste day. 

Only one day has been planned for this year, but that if 
it is successful, other e-waste days will be planned in the 
future.

On Saturday, for the first time in 40 years 
and 100 years to the day of its original 
launch, the S.S. Bigwin once again took to 
the waters of Lake of Bays. 

More than a thousand people flooded 
downtown Dorset on July 10 to watch a 
crane place the century-old steamer back 
onto the lake whose waters it travelled for 
so long. 

The Bigwin began life in 1910 as the Ella 
Marie, the private boat of a wealthy Amer- 
ican couple who were cottagers on Lake 
Muskoka. In 1924, it was purchased by Big- 
win Inn, renamed the S.S. Bigwin and, until 
the resort closed in 1970, carried passen- 
gers across Lake of Bays, to and from the 
island resort. 

For decades the boat sat unused, first 
sinking into the lake in a boathouse on the 
resort property and later being stored on 
land near Dwight. 

In 2002, the Lake of Bays Marine and 
Navigational Museum purchased the dilap- 
idated vessel, and, stripping it right back to 
its metal frame, began a restoration proc- 
ess that took eight years and approximately 
$775,000 to complete. 

Most of that money came from govern- 
ment grants, fundraisers and donations. 

“We couldn’t do it without all you peo- 
ple,” museum president Jeff Gabura told a 
crowd, packed onto Dorset’s docks, down- 
town bridge and a flotilla of boats, on Sat- 
urday.

Ontario flag that, as Gabura explained, has 
quite a connection to the boat. 

Turns out the flag had been on the boat 
in 1953, when Gabura said it was “bor- 
rowed” by one of the passengers. 

Years later, after hearing of the restora- 
tion project, Gabura said the man who had 
taken the flag as a souvenir returned it to 
the museum. 

“It’s the first time it’s been back on the 
boat since 1953,” he said. 

Close attention to details and materials 
has returned the boat to its 1910 splendour 
and there were applause, whistling and 
shouting as the 20-metre, 25-ton steamship 
was hoisted back onto the lake.

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Enduro riders denied access to trail 


County council sides 

with ‘quiet majority’ 

and bans bikes from 
Rail Trail

The verdict is in and Enduro bikes will 
not be permitted on the Haliburton County 
Rail Trail. 

At least for now. 

That was the decision on the controver- 
sial issue from county councillors at a spe- 
cial meeting on July 7. 

That meeting, attended by some 60 mem- 
bers of the public, was called at a June 23 
meeting where councillors ignored a rec- 
ommendation from the economic devel- 
opment committee that Enduro bikes be 
banned from the Rail Trail once and for all 
and decided instead to hear delegations 
from stakeholders before making a final 
decision. 

A number of people from a group which 
dubbed itself the “quiet majority” at a pri- 
vately organized gathering on June 30 spoke 
at last week’s meeting. 

That group, comprised of a number of 
stakeholder groups arguing against Endu- 
ros on the Rail Trail, was represented by 
Len Pizzey, who introduced each of the 
speakers. 

“What we’re hoping this afternoon is that 
we can have an informed debate, rather 
than an emotional argument,” Pizzey said, 
going on to say the group believed the 
majority of county residents agreed with 
their opinion that recreational activities on 
the Rail Trail should not supersede individ- 
ual rights to the quiet enjoyment of prop- 
erty. 

When Pizzey asked those in the room 
who shared this point of view to stand, 
more than half of those assembled were on 
their feet. 

“In fact, it might have been better desig- 
nated as a linear park,” Pizzey said of the 34- 
kilometre corridor that runs from Halibur- 
ton Village into the City of Kawartha Lakes. 

Ute Wright, whose property abuts the 
Rail Trail, said she thought adjacent land- 
owners had not been given enough notice

of the special meeting and said they should 
have been informed with individual let- 
ters. Wright also said that allowing Enduro 
bike riders to use the trail would threaten 
the rental and real estate values of adjacent 
properties. 

Dr. Ray Isaacs spoke of the health haz- 
ards of noise and pollution associated with 
Enduro bikes and of the health benefits 
associated with walking. Isaacs noted that 
Haliburton Highlands Health Services had 
identified the promotion of healthy life- 
styles within the county as a priority in its 
recently released strategic plan. 

Speaking on behalf of the Haliburton 
Highlands Field Naturalists, Peter Brogden 
said that allowing Enduro bikes on the Rail 
Trail would equate to nothing less than a 
contradiction of the county’s new official 
plan. 

Brogden said councillors needed to bring 
the county’s Rail Trail master plan, drawn 
up in 2003 into congruence with the offi-

cial plan, which sets out the protection of 
the county’s natural environment as a key 
priority. 

“Tf they do not, this throws into question 
the value of the official plan in its entirety,” 
he said. 

Gus Janca is a county resident and a 
former Enduro bike rider. 

“It’s for the safety of users ... that I’m 
concerned,’ he told council. 

Janca said he’d rode on trails north of 
Oshawa in his youth and that he didn’t 
see how Enduro bikes could safely share 
the same pathway as those enjoying other 
forms of recreation. 

“T feel that motorcycles are a differ- 
ent class of machine [than ATVs],” he said, 
explaining that while they are light, they are 
still incredibly powerful. “The nature of the 
machine encourages speed.” 

Richard Charron of the Haliburton High- 
lands Cycling Coalition said while Enduro 
bike advocates say the sport provides an 
economic benefit to the area, there were no 
statistics to prove this. 

Charron asked what would happen if 
Enduro bikes were permitted on the trail. 

“Is the next step to buy property along 
the Rail Trail and develop an Enduro bike 
park?” he asked. 

“What we need is a full, comprehensive 
review of the [Rail Trail] master plan.” 

Other speakers for the “quiet majority” 
included Alison Curtis of the Sunday Ram- 
blers, a walking group that holds events on 
the Rail Trail in April and May, and adjacent 
landowners Paul Johnson and Paul Espie, 
who spoke of the noise and dust caused by 
ATVs on the Rail Trail. Johnson even had 
pictures to show councillors some of the 
dust kicked up by ATVs as they travel down 
the path and others of cars and trucks that 


people take on the Rail Trail. 

Ken Hoeverman, president of the Ontario 
Federation of Trail Riders and treasurer of 
the local 40-member club who has been 
lobbying the county for years to allow 
Enduro bikes on the Rail Trail, then took 
the podium. 

Hoeverman informed the room that he 
had been using a sound meter to record 
decibel levels as speakers made their pres- 
entations. 

He said that most speakers hovered 
around the 63 and 64 decibel area, those 
who were asked to speak up in the 70s and 
the sound of collective laughter about 82 
decibels. 

Enduro bikes have been asked to con- 
form to noise level of 94 decibels or less, 
and while this figure has been criticized by 
opponents as being too loud, Hoeverman 
said that when sound testing is done on the 
bikes, it is done a distance of 20 inches from 
the exhaust pipe. Since sound dissipates 
with distance, Hoeverman said that noise 
levels for homeowners near the trail would 
actually be much less than 94 decibels. 

The threshold of pain for humans is 
120 decibels and hearing damage can be 
caused at around 100 decibels. 

As far as other impacts, Hoeverman said 
a study had been done by Trent University 
measuring the impacts of Enduro bikes, 
horseback riding, walking and other activi- 
ties on rail trails and that, “Enduro bikes do 
not cause any more impact than most of the 
users already on the Rail Trail.” 

There were some scoffs and heckling 
from the crowd. 

“T guess it’s the strategy of the quiet 
majority to make noise during my presen- 
tation,’ Hoeverman quipped.

He then referred the minutes of an April 
22, 2009, council meeting where council- 
lors had resolved to enter into an agree- 
ment with the trail riders for usage of the 
Rail Trail similar to one the county has with 
the Haliburton ATV Association. 

The resolution read: “Be it resolved that 
Haliburton County council allow licensed 
and insured Enduro bikes onto the Rail 
Trail under a user agreement similar to 
the HATVA with the addition of a 94-dec- 
ibel noise limit using SAE J1287 field test- 
ing procedures and further that this will be 
undertaken for a one-year review period.” 

That resolution had been approved with 
Dysart et al Reeve Murray Fearrey and 
Deputy-reeve Bill Davis voting in opposi- 
tion and Highlands East Deputy-reeve Jim 
Mackie absent. 

Referring to the Ontario Planning Act, 
Hoeverman said council decisions had a 
seven-day appeal period, but said no one 
from the public had appealed it. 

“You made a decision as decision-mak- 
ers, you then reaffirmed it with a bylaw, 
no one appealed it within seven days. It’s 
now law; it’s now law within Haliburton 
County.” 

There had been a second appeal period 
with the Ontario Municipal Board and no 
one had made an appeal, he said. 

The local trail riders had been asked to 
get organized and obtain liability insur- 
ance, which they did, and contribute to 
the maintenance of the trail, which he said 
they did by contributing $53,000 in federal 
monies controlled by the OFTR which the 
county matched for a trail widening project 
last fall. 

When Hoeverman had concluded his 
presentation, Fearrey rose to express a 
number of concerns he had with what 
Hoeverman had said. 

“There’s some things that you're not quite 
representing properly,’ he said. 

Fearrey pointed out that when talking 
about appeal periods, Hoeverman had 
referred to the planning and not the munic- 
ipal act. 

He said that the resolution of April 22, 
2009, did not mean the county had to allow 
Enduro bikes on the trail. 

“The bylaw that governs the use of the 
Rail Trail... has never got changed,’ Fear- 
rey said. “That still denies your bikes on the 
trail. That’s what governs the use of the Rail 
Trail, not that resolution.” 

County chief administrative officer Jim 
Wilson also confirmed that while the April 
22, 2009, recommendation was approved 
by council, it was subject to a user agree- 
ment that was never drawn up or signed. 

That resolution is to be discussed by 
councillors at their July 28 meeting. 

Fearrey dismissed Hoeverman’s charge 
that the OFTR had been asked to come up 
with money for the trail as part of its pend- 
ing agreement with the county. 

Rather, Fearrey told Hoeverman, he had 
volunteered to apply to a grant from the 
National Trails Council for upgrades to the 
Rail Trail. 

Fearrey also produced a transcript of a 
July 3 email from Hoeverman he’d been 


included on where Hoeverman reportedly 
wrote, “The approval for Enduro bikes is 
still undecided.” 

“You recognized that it’s not passed yet,’ 
Fearrey told him. 

Fearrey then asked Hoeverman if he’d 
been paid to oversee the application for 
that grant. 

Hoeverman said he’d received no money 
to do the application. 

“You didn’t get paid any money to do the 
application?” Fearrey asked again. 

Hoeverman responded that he had 
received a fee to oversee the handling of the 
funding itself, which he added was com- 
pletely legitimate. 

“I’m not a man on a mission, I wasn’t, 
until you got up,” Fearrey said, continuing 
to grill Hoeverman with questions. 

How many rail trails in the province 
could he name that allowed Enduro bikes 
to ride alongside pedestrians, Fearrey 
wanted to know. 

Hoeverman named a handful. 

“T wasn’t prepared to provide a list,” 
Hoeverman said, but added he could com- 
pile one if Fearrey wanted. 

Councillors then embarked on a lengthy 
conversation amongst themselves about 
what to do about the Enduro bike issue. 

Minden Hills Reeve Jim McMahon 
said while he’d voted for the idea of giv- 
ing Enduro bikes a run at the Rail Trail in 
past, he’d heard concerns from a number of 
residents who live along the section of the 
trail within his township and indicated he 
would be voting in the interest of his con- 
stituents. 

Minden Hills Deputy-reeve Cheryl Mur- 
doch, who had sat on the now-disbanded 
Rail Trail committee, turning to the crowd 
as she spoke, made an emotional plea to 
her colleagues that Enduro bikes be given 
at least a trial run on the Rail Trail. 

“Give them a chance,’ she said. 

Highlands East Deputy-reeve Jim Mackie 
said on the stretch of Rail Trail near his 
home he’d seen some pretty severe damage 
from ATVs and said he couldn’t see how 
Enduro bikes would be any worse. 

Algonquin Highlands Reeve Eleanor 
Harrison, who had also been a member 
of the Rail Trail committee, spoke, as she 
has many times before, about the seeming 
unfairness of allowing ATVs to use the trail 
while keeping Enduro bikes off. 

“T don’t think we have proof one way 
or the other [that Enduro bikes would be 
worse than ATVs],” Harrison said. 

Councillors seemed to agree that there 
had been flaws in the process of oversee- 
ing the Rail Trail in the past seven years 
and Harrison put a motion on the floor that 
the county put out a request for proposal 
for a consultant to do a full review of the 
Rail Trail master plan that would include 
an investigation of the potential effects of 
Enduro bikes on the trail and that in the 
meantime, the bikes be permitted on the 
trail for year. 

Saying that having Enduro bikes on the 
trail would require extra enforcement and 
hence more money, and, looking in the 
direction of Harrison and Algonquin High- 
lands Deputy-reeve Tom Gardner and say- 
ing that it must be easy to vote when the 


issue didn’t affect your township, Fearrey 
requested a weighted vote. 

His colleagues agreed that the situation 
didn’t warrant a weighted vote. 

“Ridiculous,” was Harrison’s response to 
the request. 

The motion was defeated in a tie vote 
where Harrison, Mackie, Murdoch and 
Gardner voted in support and Fearrey, 
McMahon, Davis and Highlands East Reeve 
and county Warden Dave Burton voted in 
opposition. 

Councillors then agreed that a review of 


the Rail Trail master plan could wait and 
be undertaken by the new county council 
in the fall.

Climate change complicates the pic- 
ture, perhaps maturing hay ahead of 
the bobolink’s schedule, if the plants 
adjust and the birds don’t. 

A typical meat farmer already is 
on the ropes. He can’t wait for the 
nestlings to fledge if that shrinks the 
number of animals that his land can 
support. 

If hay stops making economic sense, 
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of these simple rules ensures that we 
have a good clean match up. 

Other similar rules could also help 
make weddings a bit more uniform 
and easier to officiate. If the bride or 
groom wants to get out of the ring - in 
this case the actual diamond one - 
they have a 20 count to get back into it 
unassisted or the match will be called 
off in favour of the contestant who 
remained. 

Even after the “kiss the bride” seg- 
ment or the match, the referee should 
be able to separate the opponents from 
the clinch and they should be man- 
dated to take one full step back before 
going at it again. I think this would 
make the whole event easier to under- 
stand and judge. 

At the very least, these rules would 
prevent a mismatch.

Either solution has no room for 
bobolinks. 

In Haliburton, we invest most of our 
concern for the natural world in our 
woodlands. In fact, woodland birds are 
doing much better than grassland spe- 
cies. 

From 1996 to 2004, two thirds of 
grassland species showed significant 
declines. In the same period, slightly 
more woodland species increased than 
decreased significantly. 

Properly managed hay fields and 
pastures improve with age. They hold 
the soil in place and enrich it. Grass 
is what cattle were intended to eat. 
Grass-fed beef is better for the environ- 
ment and better for us, but not better 
for bobolinks. 

If you are a vegetarian, you may see 
an easy way out, but without livestock, 
there would be no open fields of grass. 
No bobolinks, either.

Public must know 
all costs of runway 


To the Editor, 


As a taxpayer in Algonquin Highlands, I cannot see how 
anyone can justify spending millions of dollars for a run- 
way that in my opinion, based upon what I have learned 
attending many meetings, will hardly be used. The cost of 
the runway is just the tip of the iceberg. The township will 
be paying for maintenance, insurance and operating fees 
as long as the airport is there. And, since every small air- 
port in Ontario including Stanhope airport runs a deficit, 
why even consider expanding an existing airport that loses 
money? Upgrade the existing runway to increase its safety 
as much as possible. 

The funding agency should think long and hard before 
advancing the money to council. The council does not 
own all the lands that will be required to operate the run- 
way. I would not like to see millions of dollars invested in a 
new runway that cannot even be used, due to the failure of 
council to ensure that all necessary tree toppings, etc. can 
be met. The township has under-budgeted for this project. 
They are way over budget already. Part of the problem 
with this project is that council never made a proper busi- 
ness plan. They never really figured out the costs that they 
would face. They may have addressed what is needed to 
be done to construct this new runway, but not the hid- 
den costs that are associated with it. The council budgeted 
about $425,000 to acquire all necessary properties and 
access agreements. The actual cost, so far, is at least triple 
that, $1.3 million, with much more to be settled. There has 
been no cost estimate that I know of, from the council for 
what this will cost. 

The council hasn’t even included the costs to redo the 
terminal building, further paving that is required, elec- 
trical upgrades or legal costs. The council is prepared to 
pay for new hangars - why should the taxpayers or gov- 
ernment pay for hangars that are used by pilots? This cost 
should be incurred by the pilots themselves! 

Please do not allow the funding to be turned over to 
council. Let the council do their “homework” and deter- 
mine what the actual or true costs of the project will be 
from start to finish and then reconsider whether it is a 
sound business decision to go ahead with the construc- 
tion of the new runway. This runway is the single largest 
project undertaken by Algonquin Highlands, it will have 
a huge impact on the taxpayers over the coming years, so 
it should take the appropriate time and consideration to 
determine the costs and to listen and respond to the pub- 
lic concerns with facts. There is no rush to start the con- 
struction; the funding is available until spring 2016. 

Regarding my comments about additional and 
unknown costs associated with the new runway. I would 
like to insist that once council has prepared an estimate of 
all costs associated with the building of the new runway 
and hopefully council will be responsible enough to take 
the time to do this, then this information should be shared 
with the public. 

If the construction is delayed, I would like to suggest 
that a referendum be held to determine how many inhab- 
itants both permanent and seasonal of the township of 
Algonquin Highlands are in favour of the construction of 
the new runway and how many Algonquin Highlanders 
are not in favour of the construction of the new runway. 
The upgrade of the present runway is needed and need 
not be part of the referendum.

MOE to investigate algae

Representatives from the Ministry of Environment’s 
Peterborough office are scheduled to be in Haliburton 
County this week, investigating algae that has taken up res- 
idence on the Kennisis River. 

“They are supposed to be coming to look at the algae 
and what kind of algae it is,” Algonquin Highlands Reeve 
Eleanor Harrison said Monday. 

Harrison said she and township had received a number 
of calls about the low water levels on the river, which con- 
nects Big Hawk and Halls lakes, and the algae that was 
forming there. 

One of those calls came from Joan Weir and Brenda Pet- 
tigrew, who live along the river and have never witnessed 
what they’ve witnessed this year. 

While Weir said that during the winter the river was flow- 
ing at a much higher rate than usual, once March came “it 
just stopped.” 

And from March through until last week, the shallow and 
stagnant water became a breeding ground for some sort of 
greenish-black algae. 

Pettigrew produced pictures of the stuff, floating atop the 
shallow water, more than an inch high in some cases. 

Weir and Pettigrew had been in contact with the Trent 
Severn Waterway (of which the river is part) as well as the 
township and last Thursday, the TSW removed one of the 
logs from the dam at the Big Hawk log chute. 

By Monday morning, there was enough water movement 
that the surface algae had been washed downstream from 
their home. 

However, under the surface was a different story. 

“The blackness is disconcerting,” Pettigrew said, walking 
her property Monday morning and explaining how green 
the river’s bottom usually is. 

Instead, through the water, one can see greenish-black 
fuzzy stuff affixed to plants, logs and rocks. 


While Pettigrew said most years she’ll see four or five 
pairs of mating ducks around the area, this was not the case 
this year. 

Nor has she seen or heard as many frogs as usual. 

Harrison said the ministry would be looking into any 
health implications associated with the algae and said that 
while the surface algae has seemingly been washed out of 
the river, the concern now is where it will end up on Halls 
Lake. 

Elvin Johnson Park is located at the mouth of the river. 

The Times attempted to contact TSW engineer Dave Ness 
to see if the increased water flow in the Kennisis River was 
directly related to the presence of algae, but was unable to 
make contact with Ness before press time.

There is nothing factory-made at Molly’s Bistro Bakery 
and its owner wants to you to know that. 

Molly McInerney opened her new business on Bob- 
caygeon Road earlier this month and all the food inside, 
from its breads to its tarts, pies and pastries, is made from 
scratch. 

“I wanted to create something different,’ McInerney said, 
seated in the dining room of her shop last week. “Like going 
to somebody’s house and having lunch with them cooking 
in the kitchen.” 

And the new interior of what was once Rachel’s Bakery 
is homey, with warm peach and periwinkle walls and flow- 
ered tablecloths. 

The smell of fresh-baked bread floats from the kitchen as 
workers stock the shelves with new loaves. 

Born and raised in Minden, McInerney has been in the 
culinary industry before. In the 1980s, she owned and oper- 
ated K and W Country Restaurant, where the Village Cha- 
let now stands. 

Then, after about eight years of running the restaurant, 
McInerney’s life took her in a different direction. 

“As a single mother with two young kids, I just found it 
was too much,” she said.

radio stations in Toronto and Peterborough. 

Moving back to Minden a few years ago, she found a job 
selling ads for the Minden Times. 

However, McInerney said she’d been toying with the idea 
of opening a restaurant for nearly five years and when the 
opportunity to buy Rachel’s Bakery surfaced, she took it. 

After all, she had a crown to reclaim. 

“I used to be famous for my butter tarts, until Jeanne 
Anthon came along,” she said. “I hope to regain my title.” 

McInerney left the paper in February and was nary seen 
for many a month as she and her team performed renova- 
tions on the building. 

The process took a little longer than McInerney had 
expected. 

“There were a few setbacks,” she said. “It gave mea 
chance to improve my painting skills.” 

The ovens are burning now though, with McInerney, 
husband Guy Dumas, two full-time staff and three summer 
students working away seven days a week to make sure 
customers are getting fresh, homemade meals. 

Along with the bakery, there is also a deli where patrons 
can customize their own sandwiches or order homemade 
salads. 

The pies, both the fruit and meat variety, are available 
either cooked or frozen and McInerney stressed that the 
meat for her meat pies comes from Coneybeare’s Butcher 
Shop in Minden. 

“I try to buy as many local [ingredients] as I can,” she 
said. 

McInerney also invites everyone to try out her breakfast 
crepes and quiches. 

“I think people are leery of my breakfasts, but real men 
do eat quiche,’ she said.

back: teacher

Artists have a responsibility to give back, 
visiting instructor for the finger-style gui- 
tar course at the Haliburton School of the 
Fine Arts says. 

Veteran folk and blues musician Rick 
Fines has always believed in since he start- 
ed instructing 10 years ago. 

“Tbelieve it is a responsibility that art and 
music belongs to everyone. It’s a responsi- 
bility for those who know to pass it on,” he 
said. “Any time you teach something you 
reaffirm to yourself what it is you do and 
why you do it,” he said. 

The 48-year-old musical professional, 
who is known for his work with Jackson 
Delta, said the love of music started with a 
lesson from his brother at the age of 11. 

Before his current passion and focus on 
the blues, he was enthralled by rock and 
roll music inspired by the excitement and 
power of bands such as the Rolling Stones 
and ZZ Top. 

In a musical career that spans more 
than 23 years of recording music on per- 
sonal albums and with others, playing gigs 
throughout the continent from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Arctic, he said the experience 
he had during 11 gigs with blues legend 
Pinetop Perkins will last forever. 

Fines said he remembers Perkins as “the 
real deal” who is one of the kindest and 
most generous people he has ever met. 

“He took to calling me, ‘my boy,” he said 
of the man who was meticulous with what 
he wore and was never without his fedora 
as if he was straight out of the 1950s. 

“On his 80th birthday he woke me up 
at two o’clock in the morning and said, 
‘C’mon, we're going to a party. There’s a 
piano and there’s whisky.’ Off we went 
and a few of us went to this place where 
we played until the sun came up,” he said. 
“Tf that’s what he wants to do on his 80th 
birthday then I'll go along for that one.” 

Perkins, born in Mississippi in 1913, 
played piano with the iconic Muddy 


Waters band. 

One of Fines soon-to-be students is 57- 
year-old John Sloan of Ingoldsby who is 
self-taught and is intent on refining his 
skills since his recent retirement from the 
manufacturing sector. 

“Now that I’m retired I’ve got some time 
I thought it would be great to learn from a 
professional and get my technique tuned 
up,” he said, adding that music is a great 
to lose oneself in. 

The former Canning Lake cottager, who 
has since taken permanent residence here, 
hopes not only to receive instruction, but 
to attain a new confidence and meet more 
people locally who share a love of music. 

Before he was an instructor, Fines had 
a cabin just south of Haliburton and has 
always loved the area since he came here 
11 years ago. 

Teaching, he said, can be very rewarding 
when that spark of recognition is made. 

“You don’t always light up all the lights 
for somebody, but occasionally you do and 
see somebody have a breakthrough that 
allows them to move on, step up higher. 
That is very rewarding,” he said. 

From when he started teaching, Fines 
has learned to simplify his teaching plans. 

“If anything has changed it is that I 
tried to not crowd too many things into 
the week. People can only absorb a cer- 
tain amount and it’s better to reinforce an 
absorbable amount over the course of a 
week than to leave people thinking ‘what 
was all that?” he said. 

For finger-style guitar it is all about mas- 
tering the right-hand thumb, but the thing 
he wants his students to remember is to 
have fun and enjoy the process towards 
improvement. 

“It’s not called working the guitar it’s 
called playing the guitar,” he said.

here are times, like when you are sitting there 
on the side of a little lake with your back to a 

rock, when the important things become very 
clear. 

On that muggy afternoon, from my place in the 
shade, I couldn’t help but feel appreciative of the water 
that we possess in this county. 

We have so much of it that we sometimes just con- 
sider it a backdrop rather than a blessing. But a trip two 
years ago to South Dakota reminded me of how lucky 
we truly are. There, we drove from the airport halfway 
across the state and after we passed through several 
small towns, I saw something that stood out as unique 
beneath that big, open sky. It was a boat and trailer. 

Ina similar drive in our countryside, you’d lose count 
of the boats you saw. But in South Dakota, that craft 
could have been a tourist attraction — it was literally the 
only one I saw. From that point on, I began to realize 
that the thing that was missing from that hauntingly 
beautiful country was water. Sure, there was a pothole 
here and there and, on occasion, we'd pass the bend of 
a mud-coloured creek loaded with mallards and red- 
heads, but, for the most part, all we saw was endless 
prairie, cottonwood stands and the shimmering edge 
of a hot and distant horizon. 

We're far luckier here, I think. In this county, there 
are 600 named lakes and countless water bodies that 
will never even garner the dignity of a proper name. 
And yet these vital features shaped our forests, marsh- 
es, river bottoms and settlements. Our roads meander 
where they do because of water. 

More than that, this has influenced who we are and 
what we do. Life here, from the pickerel rushes and 
bullhead lilies at the water’s edge to the family of 
common mergansers swimming down the shoreline, 
revolves around water. Without it, there would be no 
call of the loon, which, if we were to be honest, should 
be the national anthem of Haliburton. Nor would there 
be the simple joys of swimming, fishing or boating. Or 
merely sitting quietly and watching the sunlight shim- 
mer off of the waves. 

Not long ago I sat at a boat launch and watched a 
deer swim from an island to shore as the sun was set- 
ting. It was a simple thing but it meant a great deal too. 
We live in a place where our waters are still clean and

where our woods are still plentiful — and in places like 
this, you can’t help but be reminded of the blank canvas 
that God has bestowed upon us and how every vista, 
in this place, is art, if only for the brief time it takes to 
cross a channel and disappear into the woods. 

We believe these things are a birthright and that this 
is the way it will always be. But all it takes is a news 
story about the disaster in the Gulf to see that we can 
change all this with simple thoughtless acts. 

Water, as the years go by, will become more and more 
important in this wasteful world of ours. There will be 


governments and greedy interests that could care less 
about the vibrant glory of pickerel rushes or that fam- 
ily of mergansers swimming down the shoreline. Our 
unofficial national anthem will fall on deaf ears when 
those days come. 

That’s why we need to foster a culture of stewardship 
and solidarity now when it comes to our most precious 
resource. Do this and our grandchildren will also have 
the opportunity to marvel at the simple art painted by 
a deer crossing the water at dusk.

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Where did they get 
their names from? 


aliburton County is home to hun- 
dreds of lakes. 

Forming in various shapes and 
sizes, some are little more than large ponds, 
while others cover hundreds of acres. 

They are a defining part of the area’s land- 
scape and one of the main reasons people 
have been flocking here for generations. 

Each of these lakes of course has its own 
unique name, but where do these names 
come from? 

This summer, the Cottage Times will be 
examining the history of some of the lake 
names in the county. 

In this edition, are the histories of some 
lakes, mostly in the area of what is now 
Minden Hills township, based on a 1998 
paper by Trent University student Elinor 
Whidden entitled Discovering the History of 
Haliburton Through Its Lake Names. 

If you know, or think you know, the his- 
tory of a county lake name and want to 
share it with the Cottage Times, please send 
it to cingram@mindentimes.ca. 

Brady Lake: This lake was named for sur- 
veyor Crosbie Brady in 1859. Brady was a 
surveyor of Bobcaygeon Road. 

Canning Lake: Canning Lake was likely 
named by members of a Finnish settlement 
that once existed on its south shore. The lake 
was said to have reminded the immigrants 


of the shallow lakes of their homeland. 

Gull Lake: The earliest written records 
of Gull Lake being referred to as such 
date back to 1818. It is thought that the 
name is probably the English version of 
the Aboriginal words “cobikong,” which 
means, you guessed it, “gull.” 

Hindon Lake: This lake was named for 
Hindon township, which was named for 
Hindon, Wiltshire in England. 

Irondale River: Originally called Devil’s 
Creek, Irondale River got its current name 
when iron was discovered and mined in 
the area in the 1870s. Furnace Falls is called 
so because there used to be smelters at the 
site. 

Miners Bay (part of Gull Lake): In the 19th 
century, there were rumours of great silver 
and lead deposits in the area of Miners Bay 
after some fur traders found ground sam- 
ples. Legend has it that the local Aboriginal 
population knew where these great mineral 
deposits were, but decided not to tell the 
Europeans. 

Soyers Lake: Tax records show that a 
farmer named Dave Sawyers lived near the 
lake in the 1860s, and it is possible the lake 
was name for him. There are also records of 
a Chief Robert Sawyer living in the area in 
the mid-1850s.

would build an additional 1,220-metre run- 
way at the airport - a green light, save for a 
storm water drainage assessment, an arche- 
ological assessment and a public response 
period where members of the public could 
respond to the draft report. 

That period ended July 9 and Bunker’s 
office received more than 200 correspond- 
ences from Algonquin Highlands taxpay- 
ers, according the Maple, Beech and Cam- 
eron Lake Area Property Owners’ Associa- 
tion, which has been a loud dissenter of the 
controversial project. 

In an email to the Times, Dempster- 
Evans said she had been informed by Bun- 
ker’s office that a “considerable” amount 
of responses had been received and that 
“some of the above appear to have valid 
concerns.’ 

Due to workload and staff availability, 
Dempster-Evans said it would likely be 
August before a thorough review of the let- 
ters begins and likely the end of the month 
before it ends. 

At that point, Dempster-Evans said Bun- 
ker’s office will be able to determine what 
next steps the township can take. 

She said that as of Sunday, project engi- 
neer Mike Osborne, had informed the con- 
tractor, Todd Brothers Contracting Limited, 
of the further delays with the project. 

Last year, former CAO Lorne Mitchell 
had anticipated the project would be com- 
pleted by October, 2009, and at a council 
meeting last month, Osborne had said the 
project should be able to be completed by 
this October. 

In a phone interview Monday, Reeve 
Eleanor Harrison said the amount of letters 
Bunker’s office had received didn’t come as 
a shock. 

“I’m certainly not surprised,” Harrison 
said. “That’s what [MBC] set out to do.” 


There has been speculation by many in 
the township that if the project is not com- 
pleted by the October election, that it would 
be killed by a new council. 

When asked if she thought the latest from 
Bunker’s office meant the project would not 
get completed, she said wished to reserve 
comment until council discussed the issue 
at its July 15 meeting. 

Harrison did indicate that it might be 
time to start talking about completing the 
rehabilitation of the existing runway, which 
is supposed be done as part of the expan- 
sion project, separately. 

“Tt seems obvious that the new runway 
will not proceed until after an election has 
been held in Algonquin Highlands,” said 
MBC president Paul MacInnes of the news 
from Bunker’s office. “This is a great victory 
for the people of Algonquin Highlands.’ 

MaclInnes said that, “council has been 
working away on the project and trying to 
keep the public in the dark,” but that, “as 
their knowledge increased, so did their 
opposition to this foolish project that is not 
needed and has never been justified.” 

MBC has maintained that the expansion 
would serve no validated purposes and be 
a waste of taxpayers’ money. It has also 
maintained that there were inaccuracies in 
council’s application to the Building Can- 
ada Fund, which will pay for two-thirds of 
the project up to a total project cost of $3.6 
million. 

“In the upcoming election, I would doubt 
that any candidate who has said supported 
the project will get many votes,’ MacInnes 
predicted. So far, only one person has filed 
papers indicating she will be running for 
Algonquin Highlands council in October. 
That is Liz Danielsen, municipal affairs 
reporter for the Haliburton County Voice, 
who will be running for one of two council- 
lor positions in Ward 2, formerly Stanhope 
township.

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Kawagama Lake residents worried about road conditions

The July 4 car crash on Kawagama Lake Road that sent 
one driver to Sunnybrook Hospital with life-threatening 
injuries has caused a lot of concern for Kawagama Lake 
residents. 

At the Kawagama Lake Cottagers’ Association meeting 
in Dorset on July 10, attendees worried about the condi- 
tion of Kawagama Lake Road, particularly at its southern 
end, and accessibility to emergency services. 

“It’s really our only emergency exit,” said Jan McDonald, 
who heads up the Algonquin Community Development 
Corporation, noting that one curve on Kawagama Lake 
Road was especially dangerous. 

McDonald asked Dysart et al Reeve Murray Fearrey, 
who had just finished giving a speech about this year’s 
county tax increase and the new tree-cutting bylaw, what 
residents could do to make the county pay greater atten- 
tion to the condition of Kawagama Lake Road. 

Fearrey, whose township contains part of Kawagama 
Lake, told McDonald the best thing for the association 
to do was to write a strongly worded letter to the county’s 
roads department. 

“I think it’s pretty simple,” Fearrey said. “The catalyst for

In her speech, Algonquin Highlands Reeve Eleanor Har- 
rison, whose township contains the most populated areas 
of Kawagama Lake, agreed that the association should 
write a letter outlining its concerns and said she was aware 
that some county roads are not in the shape they perhaps 
should be. 

“The [provincially] downloaded highways take a great 
deal of the county budget,” Harrison said. 

In her speech, Harrison touched on municipal business, 
from the banning of boat shrink wrap at the township’s 
landfills to the possible expansion of the McClintock 
septage lagoon to the expansion at the Stanhope Airport 
to the township’s excellent recycling record. 

“T really want to say thank you to each and every one of 
you for the great job you do on recycling,” Harrison said, 
adding that while 10 years ago it looked like the Dor- 
set landfill would have to close, it is still open thanks to 
healthy recycling habits. 

The township should get at least one more season out 
of the landfill, Harrison said, after which a transfer station 
will be located at the site. 

A number of attendees indicated they would like to see 
a ban on any further floating, wet-slip boathouses on the 
lake and Harrison said she would take that message back 
to council. 

The longtime reeve who will not be seeking reelection in 
the fall also thanked attendees for their support over the 
years. 

As it does each year, the association made a cash dona- 
tion to the Dorset fire department and the representative 
accepting the cheque told attendees that Kawagama Lake 
Road was the only land access to their properties and said 
that in cases where the road was blocked, emergency ser- 
vices would have to access properties by water. 

Because of this, he said, it would be beneficial for resi-

dents to also outfit their docks with 911 numbers. 

McDonald tooka quick survey of the room that revealed 
the majority of members would be willing to spend some 
money to have their 911 numbers affixed to their docks. 

The meeting also included a report from Rob Milligan 
of the Muskoka Watershed Council and updates from the 
association’s board. 

A report from water quality director Jennifer Watson said 
that the bacterial testing program for Kawagama and Bear 
lakes was continued in 2009, that a substantial amount of 
data was collected and results were favourable. 

Phosphorus testing was completed in mid-May and the 
results should be known in the fall. 

Kawagama Lake is the largest lake in Haliburton 
County.
